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John E. Fetzer, sole owner of 
the Tigers since 1961 and part- 
owner five years previously, is a 
self-made man who_ parlayed 
broadcast pioneering into a for- 
tune but never lost a youthful 
love for baseball. 

His 20 years of Tiger owner- 
ship were recognized in 1976 
when American League club- 
owners presented him with a 
symbolic clock. During the fol- 
lowing year, he was recognized 
twice for distinguished service to 
the City of Detroit — by the 
March of Dimes and by the De- 
troit Chamber of Commerce. 

The Tiger owner has been 
accorded a number of other hon- 
ors in baseball and broadcasting 
and has been a member of base- 
ball’s Executive Council, top 
level policy-making unit, since 
1974 following a previous 1961- 
65 term. 

He has pledged to keep the 
Tigers in downtown Detroit and 
started a long-range Tiger Sta- 
dium renovation program in 
1976 which led to the current 
three-year $15,000,000 project 
by the city, which now owns the 
stadium and leases it to the 
Tigers.

James A. Campbell 


With his entire working career 
devoted to the Tigers, Jim 
Campbell has risen from busi- 
ness manager of a Class D farm 
club in 1949 to vice-president of 
the Tigers in 1959, general man- 
ager in 1962 and executive vice- 
president in 1966. 

Starting in Thomasville, Ga., 
of the Georgia-Florida League, 
he made stops at Toledo and 
Buffalo before reporting to Tiger 
Stadium in 1952 to begin his 
climb to the top Tiger adminis- 
trative post. 

Among Campbell’s achieve- 
ments are construction of Tiger- 
town, the minor league base at 
Lakeland, Fla., and later devel- 
opment of Marchant Stadium, 
where the Tigers train. 

The peak of his career was 
in 1968 when the Tigers won 
the World Championship and 
Campbell was named Major 
League Executive of the Year. 

He also is proud of the Tigers’ 
near-miss in 1967 and their East- 
ern Division championship in 
1972, when they went to the final 
game of the playoffs before 
losing.

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As he entered his fifth season 
as manager of the Tigers in 1978, 
Ralph Houk was both confident 
and optimistic. 

He expressed confidence that 
the rebuilding program through 
which he has been guiding the 
Tigers is ready to pay off and was 
optimistic because he sees more 
and better young players in the 
Detroit system than in any other 
major league organization. 

With 15 seasons as a manager 
under his belt, Houk is one of 
the most successful in the majors. 
In 11 seasons with the New York 
Yankees before coming to De- 
troit, his teams won 944 games 
and lost 839 for a .539 percent- 
age which ranked him among 
the all-time leaders. 

Four years with the Tigers 
have added 277 games to his 
victory total but — more impor- 
tantly — have resulted in a solid 
foundation for future success. 

One change in Houk’s coach- 
ing staff was made for 1978: 
addition of Gates Brown as a 
specialist in hitting instruction. 
He joined Fred Gladding. Fred 
Hatfield, Jim Hegan and Dick 
Tracewski on the staff. All are 
former Tiger players.

With a bat as scientific as any 
in the major leagues, Rusty 
Staub now finds himself at home 
in the outfield or at the plate as a 
full-time designated hitter. As 
the Tigers’ regular DH in 1977, 
Rusty overcame a slow start to 
attain a .278 average with 22 
home runs and 101 RBI. 

Thus, the big fellow reached 
the 20/100 home run/RBI pla- 
teau for the first time in his ca- 
reer and the century mark in 
RBI for the second time. He now 
has passed the 2.000 mark in 
both games and hits; the 1,000 
mark in both runs and RBI; the 
200 mark in home runs. 

A star with the Astros, Expos 
and Mets before coming to the 
Tigers, Rusty is one of a handful 
of players who have represented 
both the National and American 
Leagues in the All-Star Game. 
Noted as a gourmet cook, he now 
has his own restaurant in New 
York. Its called “Rusty's.”

Jason Thompson 


It didn’t take long for Jason 
Thompson to make his mark in 
the major leagues. During 1977, 
his second season in the majors, 
Jason led the Tigers with 31 
home runs and 105 RBI—the first 
Tiger since Norm Cash (32) in 
1971 to top 30 homers and the 
first since Willie Horton (100) in 
1966 to attain the century mark 
in RBI. His homers included two 
over the rightfield roof at Tiger 
Stadium and the first grand slam 
of his brief career. 

The husky Californian was 
primarily a pitcher in high 
school, became a first-baseman 
in college and already ranks as 
one of the best in the American 
League—as attested by his selec- 
tion for the 1977 All-Star Game. 

Signed in 1975, Jason was sen- 
sational in his first campaign in 
Montgomery, got off to a fine 
start at Evansville in 1976 and 
was called up to Tiger Stadium 
April 21 that year to become a 
fixture at first base with less than 
one full season under his belt.

Steve Foucault 
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A figure of strength in the bullpen is Steve Foucault, who came to 
the Tigers after the season opened in 1977 to answer the emergency 
call from the mound 44 times, most for any on the staff. That made a 
career total of 375 games without start for stout-hearted Steve: 
125 in the minor leagues, 250 in the majors. 

Unscored-on 31 times in his 44 appearances, Steve was the Tiger 
leader in the Rolaids Relief Man competition with 33 points for his 
7-7 record and 13 saves. This was not surprising to the Tigers, who 
recognized Foucault as the mainstay of the Texas Rangers’ staff from 
1974 through 1976 with his 174 rescue efforts, an average of eight 
victories and nine saves per season, with all 12 of the Rangers’ saves 
in 1974, 

Originally signed as a third baseman, Steve was being converted 
into a catcher when he injured his knee in 1970 spring training, 
prompting his switch to the mound. 


John Hiller, the Tiger southpaw who came back from a heart 
attack to establish a reputation as one of the American League’s 
best relief pitchers, has reached a new plateau in spite of a 1977 
campaign which was not one of his best. 

The hard-working lefthander added seven saves to his career 
record for a total of 101 — most for any pitcher in Tiger history. He 
also won five games and lost nine in 37 relief appearances — but went 
to the firing line as a starter when the Tigers needed help and had a 
3-5 record as a starter. Illness slowed down the crafty veteran toward 
the end of the season but he finished with a flourish by posting a 
route-going 5-2 victory over the Yankees the last day of September. 
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Steve Kemp 
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Some candid glimpses of Steve 
Kemp, the Tigers’ hard-swinging 
outfielder who needed only one 
season in the minors to prepare 
him for a career at Tiger Stadium. 


“Pure hitter” is what they call 
Steve Kemp and the Tigers know 
what they mean. In 1977, his first 
season in the majors, the strong 
left-handed hitter drove in 88 
runs with 142 hits which includ- 
ed 18 home runs. Two of his 
homers came in one game and 
another was a three-run inside- 
the-park job. 

A collegiate All-American at 
Southern California, Steve 
dropped out of school following 
his junior year to become eligi- 
ble for the baseball draft. So the 
Tigers promptly made him their 
No. | choice in the January, 1976 
selections. Playing sensationally 
at Montgomery and Evansville 
that season, Kemp would have 
finished the year with the Tigers 
but injured his ankle near the 
end of August and that stalled 
his promotion to Tiger Stadium 

but only briefly. 

Winner of the 1976 Win Clark 
award as California’s outstand- 
ing first-year player. Kemp was 
runnerup for the 1977 Tiger 
Rookie of the Year Award and 
was named to the Baseball Bul- 
letin’s American League all- 
rookie team. 


Steve Kemp 
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Steady it goes with Milt May, 
the Tigers’ experienced catcher. 
He missed all but six games of 
the 1976 season, his first as a 
Tiger, because of a broken ankle. 
But 1977 was another story, as 
Milt caught 111 games with fine 
defensive skill and some timely 
hitting. 

His .249 at the plate included 
two eight-game hitting streaks 
and 12 home runs, the most for 
May in his major league career. 
One of the homers was Milt's 
second grand slammer and he 
also hit two for the circuit in one 
game. 

The son of Pinky May. one- 
time National League infielder 
and minor league manager. Milt 
was drafted in 1968 by the Pi- 
rates and soon converted from a 
third baseman to a catcher. The 
Pirates gave him up in 1973 to 
the Astros — for the pick of the 
Houston staff. who turned out to 
be Jerry Reuss. After two sea- 
sons there, Milt was acquired by 
the Tigers in a seven-man swap. 


Lance Parrish 


One of the most promising 
prospects turned out by the 
Tiger farm system in recent 
years is Lance Parrish, a big, 
handsome Californian who is 
expected by many to become the 
club’s No. | catcher. 

After three seasons in the 
lower minors, Parrish came to 
the forefront at Evansville in 
1977, hitting .279, with 25 home 
runs and 90 RBI, to get his first 
trial at Tiger Stadium in Sep- 
tember. 

Lance credits Les Moss, his 
manager at Montgomery and 
Evansville the past two seasons, 
for a big improvement in his 
hitting — especially in selection 
of pitches to hit. Signed by the 
Tigers as a third baseman, he 
moved behind the plate in his 
second pro season and was the 
All-Star backstop in the Ameri- 
can Association in 1977. 

Parrish played baseball and 
football at Walnut (Calif.) High 
School and turned down a grid- 
iron scholarship offer from 
UCLA to sign with the Tigers 
when they selected him first in 
the June, 1974 draft.

One of the youngest veterans 
in baseball is Aurelio Rodriguez, 
who has nine major league sea- 
sons under his belt and still is 
only 30 years of age. 

Injuries and some platooning 
limited the Smiling Senor from 
Sonora to 96 games in 1977 but 
he remained one of the steadiest 
third basemen in the game. He 
was out of action a month after 
spraining the same ankle which 
he injured near the end of the 
1976 season and missed another 
10 days after cracking some ribs 
in a fall in his hotel shower. 

His home runs in 1977 includ- 
ed two in one game against the 
Mariners at Seattle in August.

A young man in a hurry is Dave Rozema, who leaped all the way 
from non-roster status in spring training to become the Tigers’ No. 

The handsome youngster from Grand 
Rapids had two seasons under his belt when he jumped from Mont- 
gomery in the Class AA Southern League to Tiger Stadium, where he 
was ready to step into the breach when Mark Fidrych was hurt and 
had to yield his No. | place on the mound staff for most of the season. 

Rozema came through with 15 victories, 16 complete games, 218 
innings pitched and a 3.09 ERA — leading the Tigers in all those 
departments. He lost only seven games and the Tigers scored just one 
run in six of them. 

High honors were sure to follow a performance like that and The 
Rose was named Tiger Rookie of the Year, American League Rookie 
Pitcher of the Year and a member of the American League All- 
Rookie Team. 
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Fernando Arroyo 
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Maybe there isn’t such a thing 
as luck in baseball — but don’t 
try to tell Fernando Arroyo that. 

A veteran of seven minor 
league seasons, the good-looking 
righthander got his first real 
chance with the Tigers in 1977, 
when he became a regular starter 
in mid-May. At the close, Fer- 
nando had lost 18 games — but 
six were by one run and 12 came 
when the Tigers failed to score, 
scored once or scored twice. 
That is not the kind of support to 
enhance a pitcher’s record. 

In Arroyo’s case, it meant one 
losing streak of six straight and 
another period of one victory in 
11 decisions. One of Arroyo’s 
eight victories was his first major 
league shutout, a five-hitter 
against Chicago. 


Milt Wilcox

A handy man to have around is Milt Wilcox, the veteran right- 
handed pitcher. When the 1977 Tigers found themselves confronted 
with a serious pitching problem because of injuries, it was Wilcox 
who came charging up from Evansville to help set things right with a 
six-game winning streak. 

His first decision was a relief appearance, following which he 
moved into the starting rotation to win five more before suffering a 
loss. 

Milt’s performance was all the more remarkable because of his 
background. First signed by the Reds in 1968, he was traded to the 
Indians in 1971 but soon was on the sidelines with an arm injury 
which followed him to the Chicago Cubs, who finally sent him to 
their Wichita farm club. It was there that the Tigers found him and 
purchased him for their Evansville club.

After a slow start in the 1977 
American League campaign, 
Ron LeFlore put togethera sensa- 
tional season and looks forward 
to more of the same following a 
sizzling effort in Carribean win- 
ter baseball. 

The adept centerfielder be- 
came the first Tiger to reach the 
200 mark in hits since 1955; 
first to score 100 runs since 1961; 
first with 300 total bases since 
1962; first to post a 200-100 
ratio in hits and runs since 1955; 
and the first with consecutive 
.300 seasons at the plate since 
1958-59. 

His speed brought him 39 
stolen bases for a career total of 
148 and made him the first Tiger 
with four straight seasons of 20 
stolen bases since Ty Cobb back 
in 1916-19. 

During the off-season, Ron 
also became author of a biog- 
raphy “Breakout” with an as- 
sist from baseball writer Jim 
Hawkins. 


Ron LeFlore 
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Tim Corcoran 
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Swinging the hottest bat in 
spring training is one way of 
landing a job in the major 
leagues—although Tim Corcoran 
may be excused if he wonders 
about that. 

Despite a .378 average in the 
Tigers’ 1977 spring drills, the 
lefthanded-hitting Irishman 
found himself at Evansville when 
the season opened. Maybe it was 
a letdown which caused a slow 
start for Tim in the minors, but 
he took care of that and was 
hitting a hefty .378 (just like 
spring training) when the Tigers 
summoned him in May to re- 
place the injured Rusty Staub in 
the Bengal batting order. 

Another trip to Evansville 
came in July but Corcoran was 
back before the end of the 
month to finish the season as the 
Tigers’ leading pinch hitter with 
10 safeties on 32 trips to the plate. 
A Californian, Tim is regularly 
an outfielder but also plays first 
base. 


Versatility is a word often 
used in baseball. One who defi- 
nitely has it is Mickey Stanley, 
an | 1-year Tiger veteran who is 
happy to try a new position at 
the drop of a glove. 

Tiger fans will long remember 
how he moved from centerfield 
to shortstop to help the Tigers 
win the 1968 World Series. And 
they also recall how in 1976, he 
played all positions except pitch- 
er and catcher — perhaps the 
only Tiger ever to accomplish 
that feat. 

It was the same in 1977, as 
Mickey played all three outfield 
positions, first base and short- 
stop. Stanley has four Gold 
Glove awards and a book of 
statistics to prove that he’s one 
of the finest ever to wear a Tiger 
uniform. For example, he en- 
tered the 1978 season with the 
highest fielding average (.991) 
among all American League 
outfielders in 1,000 games or 
more. His strings of errorless 
games in the outfield include 130 
in 1968, 220 in 1967-69, and 164 
in 1970-71. 


Mickey Stanley 


An important Tiger acquisition during the 1977-78 off-season 
was Jim Slaton, the handsome righthander from Milwaukee, who 
left the Brewers as the club’s career leader in games started with 
206, complete games with 57, innings pitched with 1,449, strikeouts 
with 701 and shutouts with 16. 

A Californian signed in 1969, Slaton spent five full seasons and 
parts of two others with the Brewers before coming to Detroit. 

Off to a fast start in 1977, he was selected to replace an injured 
teammate on the American League All-Star squad. However, an 
August swoon kept Slaton from posting his first winning season 
since his rookie year in 1971 — although he posted 10 victories and 
pitched more than 200 innings for the fifth straight year. 
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Steve Dillard 
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. When the Tigers got a chance 
to obtain Steve Dillard from the 
Red Sox for a pair of minor 
league pitching prospects and a 
handful of cash in January, 1978, 
they moved quickly to land the 
27-year-old infielder noted for 
his speed and versatility. 

An outstanding diamond star 
at the University of Mississippi, 
Steve was a No. 2 draft choice of 
the Red Sox in 1972 and stole 
109 bases in five minor league 
seasons before getting to Fen- 
way Park for keeps in 1977, 
following physical problems 
which twice required surgery. 

As a reserve at Boston in 1977, 
Dillard played 44 games at sec- 
ond base and nine at shortstop; 
also had two appearances as a 
designated hitter and two as a 
pinch hitter. 
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Charlie Spikes 
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Seeking righthanded power for a batting order strong from the 
other side of the plate, the Tigers obtained Charlie Spikes from the 
Indians in a key trade during the 1977-78 off-season. 

So grateful for another chance was the husky slugger that he shed 
20 pounds before reporting for the spring drills. 

A No. | draft choice of the Yankees in 1969, Spikes was a big man 
in a 1972 trade with the Tribe and led that club in home runs and 
RBI in 1973-74 with 23 homers the first year for an Indian rookie 
record. A slump followed and he spent part of 1977 in the minors 
between spells with the Indians which totalled 32 games. 

A high school star in football as well as baseball in his hometown 
of Bogalusa, La., Charlie started his diamond career at third base but 
his power hitting soon led him to the outfield. 


Injuries to other players gave 
John Wockenfuss two chances 
with the Tigers and he has made 
the most of them with strong- 
armed service as a catcher and 
valuable assistance in the out- 
field. 

First up in 1974 to replace 
catcher Jerry Moses, Wockenfuss 
got another chance in 1975 when 
both Bill Freehan and Terry 
Humphrey were sidelined. He 
caught both games of a double- 
header as soon as he reported, 
with a single, double and home 
run at the plate. He has been 
at Tiger Stadium ever since, 
strengthening his value to the 
Tigers last year with 11 games 
in the outfield—his original posi- 
tion when signed by the Wash- 
ington Senators in 1972.

As a left-handed hitter, Phil 
Mankowski gave the Tigers flexi- 
bility at third base in 1977 and 
he was especially useful when 
Aurelio Rodriguez missed a 
month of action with an injury. 

Phil got his first taste of major 
league action in 1976 when he 
was promoted from Evansville 
in August to also replace Rod- 
riguez, who had torn ligaments 
in his ankle. That followed 
nearly six years of minor league 
experience for Mankowski, 
capped by a .283 average in 
Montgomery’s 1975 pennant 
march and a .288 campaign at 
Evansville the next season. 

A native of Buffalo, Phil 
played baseball at Bishop Turner 
High School there. His father 
spent some time in the Dodger 
farm system and his brother was 
a Minnesota chattel a decade 
ago.

The Tigers and Mark Fidrych both hope that the young right- 
hander will never again experience a season as frustrating as his 1977 
campaign. 

For 1976, Mark was everyone’s Rookie of the Year with his 19-9 
record and 2.34 earned run average, lowest in the major leagues. For 
1977, it was another story, starting with a knee injury in spring 
training which resulted in late-March surgery. Recovered in time to 
start taking a turn on the mound in late May, Fidrych was sidelined 
again in mid-July by tendonitis in his pitching shoulder — and never 
went to the mound again in the regular season. His record was 6-4, 
his ERA 2.89. 

However, long rest erased the tendonitis and in October, Fidrych 
joined the Tigers’ Florida Instructional League team to work out and 
test his shoulder. A final test in November disclosed no pain and the 
outlook for 1978 was bright again for the colorful young pitcher. 
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Jack Billingham 


When the Tigers obtained Jack Billingham during spring Training, 
they added a steady winner to their pitching staff. The tall right- 
hander won 10 games for the Reds in 1977, marking the eighth con- 
secutive season that the big fellow had won 10 or more games. That 
feat has been accomplished by only seven other pitchers during the 
past seven seasons — a select company which includes Tom Seaver, 
Steve Carlton, Phil Niekro, Gaylord Perry, Bert Blyleven, Don 
Sutton and Ferguson Jenkins. 

Although almost exclusively a starting pitcher the past eight sea- 
sons, Billingham started his career in the Dodger bullpen. “The only 
game I started in my rookie season was one night when Don Drysdale 
got sick just before game time,” Jack recalls. 

From the Dodgers, he went to the Astros in 1969, then to the Reds 
in a celebrated 1972 swap to run up a major league record of 119 vic- 
tories and 95 losses. In World Series play, Billingham won twice 
without a loss for the Reds, posting a sizzling 0.35 earned run average 
for 26 innings in seven games, 1972 and 1975-76. 
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One of the Tigers’ most pleas- 
ant surprises in 1977 was the 
emergence of Jack Morris as a 
genuine major league pitching 
prospect after about one season 
of professional experience. 

A native of St. Paul, where he 
starred in basketball and base- 
ball at Highland Park High 
School and a product of Brigham 
Young University, Morris was 
signed after the June, 1976 draft 
and was in 12 games at Mont- 
gomery that summer. Promoted 
to Evansville in 1977, he was 
called up by the Tigers when 
Mark Fidrych went on the dis- 
abled list in July. 

Jack was impressive from the 
start and made six starts before 
he, too, was sidelined with an 
arm problem and was unable to 
pitch after August 26. The lay- 
off and a winter’s rest brought 
full recovery, it was believed. 

Morris’ fastball has been 
timed at 94 MPH but he also 
uses a slider and very deceptive 
change-up.

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Jim Crawford 


A product of Arizona State, 
the school which has sent so 
many fine performers to the 
major leagues, Jim Crawford 
came to the Tigers from the 
Astros in an off-season trade 
before the 1976 campaign. 

Although primarily a relief 
pitcher, the tall lefthander had 
seven starts in 1977, winning two 
of them. His seven victories 
during the year were a personal 
high for Crawford, who pitched 
in hard luck through most of the 
previous year, when he won only 
once — also as a starter. 
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One of the brightest prospects 
on the Tigers’ horizon is Lou 
Whitaker, fleet-footed, left-hand 
hitter switched to second base to 
team with Shortstop Alan Tram- 
mell as the keystone combo of 
years to come. 

“Sweet Lou,” as he is called, 
made the move from third base 
at Montgomery in 1977, stealing 
38 bases before getting a call 
from the Tigers in September. 
In his first major league start, the 
young infielder collected three 
hits, including a double. 

Brooklyn-born, Whitaker was 
raised in Martinsville, Va., and 
signed by the Tigers in 1975. He 
came into his own at Lakeland 
in 1976, winning Most Valuable 
Player honors in the Florida 
State League with 48 stolen 
bases and a .297 average.

Alan Trammell 
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Brief but brilliant is the back- 
ground of Alan Trammell, 20- 
year-old odds-on favorite to be- 
come the Tigers’ shortstop of 
many years ahead. 

Trammell capped a_ banner 
1977 season at Montgomery by 
becoming Most Valuable Player 
in the Southern League with a 
.291 average and 50 runs batted 
in for the pennant-winning Reb- 
els. Brought to Detroit after 
September 1, he got into 19 
games in his first big league 
test and was back again for 
1978 spring training. 

An outstanding prep athlete 
in San Diego, Alan was signed 
by the Tigers in 1976, splitting 
that season at Bristol, where he 
was named to the Appalachian 
League All-Star team, and 
Montgomery. According to Ed 
Brinkman, former Tiger short- 
stop and Trammell’s Montgom- 
ery manager: “At 19, I didn’t 
look as good as Trammell; he 
makes plays I never could at his 
age — and he’s steady.”

A batting revival at Evans- 
ville in mid-1977 brought Mark 
Wagner back to Tiger Stadium 
in 1978 for another crack at 
a regular job as the club’s 
shortstop. 

Wagner opened the season 
with the Tigers but was below 
.150 at the plate when returned 
to the minors in mid-May. 
There, his bat heated up for a 
.306 average in 64 games before 
tendonitis in his right ankle 
sidelined him for the remainder 
of the season. 

The ankle healed and a suc- 
cessful winter campaign guaran- 
teed a new trial with the Tigers 
for the young man from Ashta- 
bula, Ohio, who was most valu- 
able player in the Midwest 
League in 1973 but suffered a 
complicated leg fracture the fol- 
lowing year to delay his big 
league arrival.

A lefthander with persistence 
is Ed Glynn, whose major league 
debut in 1975 was notable for his 
feat of fanning Carl Yastrzem- 
ski and Fred Lynn, of the Red 
Sox, to end a two-on, one-out 
threat. 

Born and raised in the shadow 
of Shea Stadium, Glynn played 
baseball and basketball at Fran- 
cis Lewis High School in Flush- 
ing, N.Y., was signed by the 
Tigers in 1971 and made his big 
move in 1975 when he advanced 
from Montgomery to Evansville 
to Tiger Stadium in a single 


season. 


Getting his chance with the 
1977 Tigers when Mark Fidrych 
was hurt in spring training, Bob 
Sykes followed up with an en- 
couraging rookie season — start- 
ing 20 times and pitching one 
two-hitter in which he did not 
yield a safety until the sixth 
inning. 

Sensational in his first pro 
season, Sykes led Bristol to an 
Appalachian League pennant in 
1974 with an 11-0 mark and 1.07 
ERA. It hasn’t been that easy 
since, but a bright future seems 
to be in store for the young 
southpaw.

Relief work has been a steady 
diet for Bruce Taylor, a side- 
arming righthander the Tigers 
drafted from the Cincinnati 
Reds’ farm system in 1975. In 
his 267 professional games, 
Bruce has started only seven 
times. 

As a chattel of the Reds, 
Taylor advanced steadily before 
catching the eye of Tiger scouts 
at Indianapolis in 1975, Drafted 
by Detroit as a bullpen prospect, 
he opened the 1976 campaign at 
Tiger Stadium but was unable to 
pitch because of arm trouble. 
Improvement at Evansville 
brought him back to Detroit in 
August for 19 appearances which 
included a victory and a save. 


Valuable as a utility infielder 
is Chuck Scrivener, who first 
came to the Tigers in 1975 and 
appeared in 141 games the past 
two seasons.

Stadium Face=-Lift 


The renovation underway at 
Tiger Stadium will result in an 
almost-startling new appearance 
and increased comfort while re- 
taining the intimacy which has 
marked its history. 

The photo above shows the 

w look” which the stadium 


will assume when the three-year, 
$15 million project is complete. 

This is the view from the 
Michigan Avenue side of the 
structure as shown by a model 
prepared by Rossetti Associates, 
planners and architects for the 
renovation. 


The photo below shows the re- 
vamped interior with new seats 
throughout. a new scoreboard in 
place and a parking deck behind 
the leftfield stands. 

First step of the renovation 
was replacement of seats in the 
Lower Deck with modern mold- 


ed plastic seats. Workmen toiled 
through one of Detroit's coldest 
winters to have the seats ready 
for 1978 Opening Day. 

Next comes creation of a lux- 
ury box area, new broadcast 
booths and new seating in the 
Upper Deck, plus installation of 
the electronic scoreboard for 
1979 use. 

Other work to be done in- 
cludes moving concessions offices 
to an area under the leftfield 
stands. re-roofing. new elevators 
and ramps. replacement of 
plumbing and wiring. improve- 
ment of restroom, clubhouse and 
concessions facilities. and erec- 
uon of the parking deck. 

Two major improvements 
made before the 1977 season, 
and paid for by the Tigers, were 
a $500.000 set of multi-vapor 
field lights and a $600,000 press- 
box. 

The other improvements are 
being financed by the City of 
Detroit. which became owner of 
Tiger Stadium in a transaction 
negotiated by Tiger Owner John 
E. Fetzer and Mayor Coleman 
A. Young in the summer of 1977. 

Initial financing was a $5 mil- 
lion federal work relief grant to 
the city. An additional $10 mil- 
lion is being raised by a revenue 
bond issue. 

For retirement of the bonds, 
the Tigers are paying a sub- 
stantial rent and the city is col- 
lecting a 50-cent surcharge on 
every Tiger ticket. The Tigers 
also continue to pay taxes on the 
stadium property.

Current renovation at Tiger Stadium has pro- 
duced a new seat numbering system, in effect 
in the Lower Deck for 1978.

reserved sections 208 through 233; general 
admission sections 501 through 507 and 535 
through 537. Upper Deck numbering is un- 
changed this year; but will be revised. 


The Michigan-Trumbull site 
of Tiger Stadium was dedicated 
in August, 1976 as a Michigan 
historical site. The Michigan 
Historical Commission noted 
that baseball has been played 
there since before 1900, the year 
preceding the Tigers’ charter 
membership in the American 
League. 

Called Bennett Park at the 
time, it became Navin Field in 
1912. Briggs Stadium in 1938 
and Tiger Stadium in 1961. 

To insure the comfort and 
safety of their fans. the Tigers 
enforce the following regulations 
designed to eliminate hooligan- 
ism at public gatherings: 

1—A city ordinance against 
going on the field. 

2 — Another ordinance against 
throwing anything on the field. 

3 — An American League rule 
prohibiting fans from entering 
with bottles, cans or containers 
which could become missiles. 

4— A state liquor commission 
regulation against bringing alco- 
holic beverages into the stadium, 

Baseballs hit into occupied 
sections of the stands may be 
kept by fans as souvenirs but 
fans must not go on the field or 
lean over the wall to obtain 
baseballs. 

Gambling or wagering at 
Tiger Stadium is prohibited. 

Fans paged on the public 
address system should report 
promptly to the Stadium Office 
on the ground level behind the 
third base dugout. 

The First Aid Room is located 
near the Stadium Office; ushers 
can direct ill or injured fans 
there for treatment.

1978 DETROIT TIGERS SCHEDULE 


Every time they open the 
gates at Tiger Stadium, it’s a 
feast of fun for the fans — with 
exciting American League base- 
ball played by youthful, ambi- 
tious, talented performers. 

But the Tigers are always 
arranging attractions to make 
things even more interesting for 
their loyal fans. 

There are the Gift Days for 
boys and girls, 14 or under, who 
await eagerly the Sunday after- 
noons when they can obtain fine 
baseball-type presents from the 
Tigers just for attending. 

In 1978, the schedule was 
arranged for Free Jacket Day, 
Sunday, June 4; Free Helmet 
Day. Sunday, July 23; and Free 
T-shirt Day, Sunday, Aug. 6. 
The popular gifts await the 
youngsters at the gate when they 
enter on a full-price ticket—box, 
reserved, grandstand or bleacher. 

Box and reserved tickets are 
sold in advance, including mail 
orders; the others at the gate the 
day of the game — with no limit 
on the number bought. 

Monday nights are Family 
Nights, when the head of the 
household pays the regular $5.00 
admission but other members of 
the family group are admitted 
for $1.50 each. 

Saturday afternoons are Tiger 
Days. with $1.50 admission for 
women and girls (regardless of 
age), boys 14 and under and fans 
of retirement age. 

Both Family Night and Tiger 
Day tickets can be purchased in 
advance or ordered by mail. 

Special events at Tiger Sta- 
dium are colorful attractions 
sponsored by worthy organiza- 
tions of varying character which 
raise funds for their activities 
through ticket sales. 

They include such established 
events as Shrine Day. Lutheran 
Night and Polish-American 
Night. The Tigers also schedule 
a series of Autograph Days when 
players sign at special stations 
for their young fans. 

Starting times at Tiger Sta- 
dium remain unchanged in 1978. 
with afternoons at 1:30 (Satur- 
days 2:15); day doubleheaders 
1:30: twi-night doubleheaders 
5:30 and single night games 
8:00.

One of the important ele- 
ments of the Tigers’ revival and 
hope for future success is the 
scouting system headed by Bill 
Lajoie, director of player pro- 
curement. 

He and his staff twice a year 
compete with the rest of the big 
league teams for the best pros- 
pects among high school, junior 
college and college ranks. 


They have the benefit of help 
from the Major League Scouting 
Bureau, which conducts a na- 
tionwide computerized manhunt 
and relays voluminous informa- 
tion to the Tigers.

Like an express train with the 
throttle tied down, the Tiger 
farm system continues to roll 
ahead under the firm hand of 
Hoot Evers, director of player 
development. 

Season after season, the minor 
league chain successfully fulfills 
its double function —to forge 
pennant-winning teams while, at 
the same time, developing top 
prospects for Tiger Stadium. 

At the end of 1977, two more 
pennants were flying high for the 
Tiger farm clubs —the third 
straight at Montgomery (South- 
ern League) and the second ina 
row at Lakeland (Florida State). 
In addition, Bristol (Appalach- 
ian) was second and only a half- 
game out while Evansville 
(American Association) finished 
third. 

The combined record of the 
four-team front, which will be

intact in 1978, was 285 victories 
and 200 losses in 1977, an im- 
provement of 67 percentage 
points over the season before. 

Three of the minor league 
managers were named Manager 
of the Year in their circuits: Ed 
Brinkman, Montgomery, in his 
very first year as a manager; Jim 
Leyland, Lakeland; and Joe 
Lewis, Bristol. Les Moss, pro- 
moted to Evansville after two 
straight pennants at Montgom- 
ery, did an excellent job with a 
team handicapped by injuries 
and Tiger player calls. 

All four managers were re- 
turned to their posts in 1978. So 
was John Grodzicki, the veteran 
minor league pitching coach. 

Honors were scattered widely 
among the Tigers’ minor league 
players with more than a dozen 
selected for all-star honors. The 
most outstanding probably was 
Alan Trammell, 19-year-old 
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Farm System 


ED BRINKMAN 


shortstop sensation at Mont- 
gomery who was unamimous 
choice of writers and managers 
for Most Valuable Player in the 
Southern League and who was 
promoted to Tiger Stadium for 
his first big league test in 
September. 

Also reporting in September 
was Lou Whitaker, the second 
baseman the Tigers expect to 
team with Trammell as their 
keystone combination of the 
future. Lance Parrish, Ed Glynn 
and Bob Molinaro were other 
September arrivals while Bob 
Adams, Tim Corcoran, Jack 
Morris, Bruce Taylor and Milt 
Wilcox all were called up by the 


Tigers during the regular season. 


Some top performances for 
the various farm clubs: 

Evansville: Parrish hit .279 
with 25 home runs and 90 RBI; 
Tom Brookens batted .289 and 
stole 18 bases to get a spring

(9-5) and Morris (6-7) were 
mound leaders before going to 
Detroit. 

Montgomery: Trammell’s .291

and Whitaker's .281 with 37 
stolen bases drew attention but 
Dave Stegman hit .345 before 
promotion to Evansville. 

Lakeland: Mike Chris south- 
pawed his way to an 18-5 regular 
season record with a 2.09 ERA, 
split two playoff decisions for a 
19-6 mark, best for the Tiger 
farms since 1967. 

Bristol: Joe Rothwell batted 
.362, Steve Vaughn .333, Gary 
Champagne .333 and Cliff Wil- 
der .332 in the all-rookie league.

On radio, Ernie Harwell is the 
No. | play-by-play mikeman, 
with Paul Carey his partner. 

Kell, an American League in- 
field star of great distinction, 
has become one of baseball's 
best broadcasters since _ first 
taking to the air for the Tigers in 
1959, 

Kaline. who retired from a 
great playing career following 
the 1974 season, did part-time 
TV work in 1976 and became 
Kell’s full-time partner last 
season.

The station (on 
channel 4) feeds 40 Tiger games 
to a network of six other sta- 
tions. carries six additional Sun- 
day games which are not seen on 
the network. 

Station WJR (760) has been 
the radio flagship since 1965, 
currently feeding the broadcasts 
to a network of about 50 other 
stations.
